| RECORD. 

The appointment of Captain Samuel Orr to 
the County Antrim magistracy recalls. the 
bravery of the mercantile marine duiiny the 
treat. War. He was in command of the 
Head Liner which sank an enemy submarine 
off the Fastnet light on a memorable day in 
March, 1918. 

On another oecasion his vessel was attacked 
off the Arklow coast and escaped. The sub- 
marine sank the Arklow lightship that day 


of her danger. She had on board 10,000 tons 
of foodstuffs. for Belfast and a quantity of 
shells and ammunition. 

In: July, 1918, his ship was again attacked, 
but he opened fire on the submarine, which 
made off. Then Captain Orr signalled a 
destroyer, which came along and sent the 
Germans to the bottom. For this action he 
was commended by the Admiralty. and was 
mentioned in despatches. 

In November, 1916, while in the Atlantic | 
war zone and during a storm, he rescued a 
Norwegian vessel and her crew. He sent out 
a rescue crew to the Norwegian, and as they 

urned their boat was battered to pieces,

UCH haphazard and unsatisfactory 
M housework is the direct result of a 

lack of proper tools and materials for

It is a real economy to have a supply of 
suitable cloths, etc., for each ‘type of clean- 
ing. 
"There is the duster family! As a rule, 
not nearly enough eye is taken in the choice 
of dusters. 

Like the ‘‘ yellow primrose ” of the poem, 
a: duster is regarded as “ nothing more.”’ 
Dusters should, however, never be chosen 
indiscriminately, but always with regard to 
the surfaces which they are to clean. 
| Thought..and attention given to this point 
when buying will be amply repaid by the 
much better cleaning results obtained by 
their use. It is an excellent plan to have 
dusters of different texture and _ colour, 
according to the work required, each kind 
being plainly marked with its use. In this 
way dusters will not be used indiscriminately 
—first for floors and hearths and then for 
delicate china ornaments. “ Safety first” 
is an excellent motto in honsehold affairs, 
and the provision of means of identifi¢ation 
is & great safeguard.

COMBINED MARKETING 
SCHEME.

LOAN OF £320,000 TO BE 
PROVIDED.

In order that the daity farmers of the Irish 
Free State may obtain the fullest advantage 
from a scheme of combined marketing, 
negotiations have been going on for 
some time past for the transfer of 
the business of the Condensed Milk Co. 
of Ireland and the Newmarket Dairy Co. to 
Co-operative Societies. To efféct this 4 sum 
of £320,000 is being provided by way of loan 
trom the Ministry of Lands and Agriculture. 
A supplementary estimate regarding this pro- 
posal was intreduced by the Minister for 
Finance in the Dail lest Friday. Under this 
scheme no fewer than 114 creemeries belong- 
ing te the Condénsed Milk Co. of Ireland 


Societies. Some of these exist in places where 
there are already co-operative creameries, 
each competing for milk supplies. This com- 
petition will now be eliminated, and I under- 
stand that fully half of the creameries taken 
over will be closed because of their redund- 


ancy. 
THE ISSUE OF SHARES. 

To meet the liability incurred by this trans- 

action £1 shares will be issued, payable 
partly in cash and partly by deductions from 
the value of the milk sypplied over a term of 
years until the Government advance has been 
repaid. ' New co-operative societies will be 
formed where they ‘ére required to carry ón 
the aims previously dealt with on pro 
tietary lines. 
: In 1994 the present Condensed Milk Co. of 
Ireland took over the business of Cleeve 
Bros. It is virtually the property of Messrs. 
Lovell and Christmas, an English firm, who 
also absorbed the Newmarket Dairy Co., of 
which Mr. O'Shaughnessy, T.D., was pria- 
cipal proprietor. In addition to butter- 
making, the Condensed Milk Co, of Ireland 
has been doing a large trade in condensed 
milk, while there is also conneetéd with the 
business a sweet factory in Limerick. 

The transfer of such an important concern 
to the farmers’ control should have extensive 
ve-actions on the future of co-operative dairy- 
ing in this conntry.

On last Saturday afternoon eager plot- 
holders began the cultivation of their holdings 
in the Glasnevin district and in the distritt 
of Dolphin’s Barn.

Under the provisions of the Acquisition of 
Land (Allotments) Act, 1926, the United 
Irish Plotholders Union has been enabled to 
rent. the field for five years, with an option of 
a further five years’ lease, from Mrs. Mooney. 
This, it is understood, is the first area that 
has been acquired under the Act.

INTENSIVE POULTRY- 
KEEPING. 


SOME NORTHERN FACTS AND 
FIGURES. 

After the rearing of sfore cattle, the pro- 
duction of poultry and éggs is, says a report 
from the Northern Ireland Ministry of Agri- 
culture, the most important branch of 
Northern Ireland agriculture. In no other 
part of the British Isles is poultry keeping 
sractised more extensively than in the Six 
Cabatisn. The following table shows the 
numbers of each class of poultry, per 100 
acres of crops. and pasture in Northern [re- 
land, the Irish Frée State, England, Wales, 
and Scotland. hev are based on the most 
recent figures available :—

A system of small scale farming, such as 


prevails in Northern Ireland, is specially suit- 
able for poultry and egg production. There 
aré a few specialiséd poultry farms in the 
prevince; but, quantitatively, production on 
these farms is relatively insignificant in com- 
parison with the output from the ordinary 
mixed farms of the country. It is the Minis- 
try’s object, however, to endeavour to brin 

alout such an improvement in the standar 

of poultry keeping on the ordinary farms of 
the country as will enable the humblest 
farmer to obtain results which will compare 
favourably with those of the scientific bree- 
der. No better tribute to the importance of 
breeding and feeding for winter egg produc- 
tion can be desired than he figures which 
appear below, In the first column of the 
table the percentage borne by the price of 
eggs during each month of the year to the 
average price for the whole year is shown. 
In compifing the second column the average 
quantity of eggs sold each year has been 
divided by twelve; the percentages of the 
quantities actually sold each month to the 
average monthly figure thus obtained has 
then n calculated. This has been done in 
respect of each of the years 1922-26, and the 
figures given below represent the average re- 
suit of these five years.

OPINION OF FARMERS’ UNION. 


From Our AGRICULTCRAL COBRESPORDEWW. 

Speaking + General Secretary of the Trish 
Farmers’ Union, Senator O'Hanlon said to 
me last á ná — ! | | 

“Tf, as Sir Walter Nugént stated at the 
meeting of the Greet Southern Railways 
Company, the rajlway companies are out to 
meet farmers, they may count absolutely on 
the co-operation of the Irish Farmers’ Union. 
We feel as keenly as anybody else that some- 
thing should be done to improve metheds of 
transport which curtail ma retard the deve- 
lopment of the agricu hy industry. tf 
this co-operation is sought, however, the 
railway companies must be prepared to give 
us lower freights end improved facilities for 
the transit of prodnce, more especially such 
things as pork and butter. 

‘Tf there was any considerable develop- 
ment in the fresh pork trade the railway 
companies would be asked to prowide special 
rgtes and wagons. In fact, in order to foster 
the trade, it would be necessery to provide 
special trains, particularly in lan At 
present Irish pork from inland counties 
arrives too late for the Smithfield market, 
which is due, no doubt, to the small. con- 
signments that are being forwarded. These 
are matters which we have been considering, 
and I had intendéd to bring them before thé 
hast Phy managers at the earliest oppor- 
unity.” 

THE NEED OF ORGANISATION. 

In the course of further confersátion, 
Senator O’Hanlon remarked that súch a deve- 
lopment would only be possible through 
organised effort on the part of farmers. Tf 
farmers organised co-operatively, or in the 

armérs’ Union, in regard to the marketiag 
of their produce they would be in a position 
to approgch the railwey companies and 
deman etrigecploy wagons, redticed rates, 
and special trains where necessary. This 
could only be done through organised effort. 
If farmers tried to act as individuals they 
would be helpless. They must, in their own 
interests, be members of a farmers’ organi- 
sation. | 

‘* The situation,” added Senator O’Hanlén, 
“is crying out for some advance to be made. 
One thing which is holding up trade is trans- 
port charges. As an example, I might men- 
tion that the carriage on four heifers from 
Kerry to Wicklow recently amouhted to £8, 
and the cattle arrived at their destination 
in a most exhausted condition. After a fort- 
night’s feeding they could not be recognised 
as the same cattle. In my opinion such a 
rate of carriage is perfectly scandélous.”’ 

OTOR TRAFFIC, 

When questioned as to what effect the 
railway companies’ new proposal would have 
on motor traffic, Senator O'Hanlon said that 
in his opinion the motor would continue fó 
be used for smalier consignments and shorier 
journeys than the railway could see wien 
profit. One effect would be to induce far- 
mers to think more about the railway instead 
of the motor for carrying goods in bulk for 
long distances. Altogether, the railway 
policy outlined by Sir Walter Nugent is one 
that meets with approval from some of the 
leading representatives of farmers,

GARDEN OF REMEMBRANCE, 


Many people in Belfast. would probably 
like to forget the Garden of Remembrance. 
This classical memorial, which is being 
erected on the grounds of the City Hall, 
has been a source of worry, trouble, dis: 
content, and waste of money. Disputes 
with the distinguished architect who had 
charge of the scheme led to a stoppage of 
the work, and at the last meeting of the 
Corporation it was stated that the matter 
was now in the hands of Mr. Davies, 
Superintendent of Parks.. A number of 
statues in the grounds were removed jrom 
their original positions and placed else- 
where at great expense; but this arrange- 
ment did not meet with approval, and it 
is now proposed to shift them back again 
or erect them on alternative sites. 

It even’ been suggested that the 
memoria] should be removed, stone by 
stone, to the Botanic Gardens, over a mile 
distant. where its beauties would not be 
obscured by the walls of the City Hall. 
Public opinion is shown on the matter by 
the fact that a meeting of ratepayers 
recently presented one of the cotincillors 
with a broom to sweep clean the City 
Hall grounds, which at present are an 
eyesore to both visitors and citizens.’ The

'There 
are already signs that the Premier’s warn- 
ings are influencing moderate temperance 
reformers, many of whom believe that 
education, and not compulsion, is the 
proper way to make a nation sober. 

At a meeting of the Presbytery of Lon- 
donderry a few days ago a clerical. mem- 
ber stated that the majority of their 
people woul vote for local option were 
it a straight issue; but, if it were repre- 
sented—or misrepresented—as imperilling 
the Union, most of them would put their 
temperance principles in a secondary 
place. At a meeting of the Comber 
Presbytery on the Ist inst.—the Modera- 
tor, the Rev. G. T. Boyd, M.A., presid- 
ing—a resolution was passed stating that, 
under the existing circumstances, the 
Presbytery did not consider that.a measure 
of local option had come within the range 
of practical politics. They were strongly 
convinced that attention should be given 
to temperance teaching in day schools and 
otherwise, so that local option might be 
secured when public opinion was ripe for 
it. These ministers have been accused of 
being faimt-hearted, but faint hearts do 
not defy the General Assembly. 

It is significant that Lord Craigavon 
has on several occasions recently hinted 
at his possible retirement from Ulster’s 
political life. He has said that when all 
was well with the Northern province, and 
it was safe from financial attack by a pos- 
sibly hostile British Government, he might 
be relieved of the burden of leadership, 
and he has referred to reasons of health, 
It seems quite likely that, should. the 
Temperance Party persist with their 
slogan of ‘*‘ Local Option by 1929,’’ Lord 
Craigavon will resign his position rather 
than join in acrimonious strife between 
‘“ wets ' and ‘‘ drys.”’

ENGLAND’S GREATEST 
RULER AND STATESMAN.

HENRY VHI. AND THE 
REFORMATION. 


“I am greatly afraid that in popular 
estimates of Henry VIII. the real greatness of 
that king is forgotten by people,”’ said Canon 
Newport J. D. White, b. ., in the course of 
a sermon in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
yesterday, on '' The Reformation in England,’ 
the second sermon of the special series in 
eonnection with the Church of Ireland Home 
Mission Society on ‘‘The. Claims of the 
Church of Ireland.”’ i 

Henry VITI., declared Canon White, was 
certainly the most accomplished man that 
ever sat on the throne., and probably the 
greatest statesman. He founded the Royal 
Naty, and to him was attributable the 
Sa system of constitutional Government. 

n these cireumstances the King was the 
embodiment of the nation. 

The first decisive step in the Reformation 
in England was the Act of the Royal 
Supremacy in 1533, and, explaining the 
significance of these events, the preacher said 
that, if there was to be one nation, there 
could not be two supreme rulers.’ The nation 
must be self-contained and independent of 
any foreign control. It must control all its 
citizens in every matter which concerned the 
mutual relations of man and man. Men who 
claimed, rightly or wrongly, to exercise 
gha powere could exercise them only on 

e spirits of men. 

The tremendous statement that there could 
be only one ruler in England closed the 
controversy and struggle that had been going 
on for something like 400 years, even since 
Henry the Second’s time. 

MEASURES OF REFORM. 

Like every great epoch and every living 
movement oí that kind, said Canon White, 
the Refarmation in England must be viewed 
from a a ró They saw in it the Anglican 
communio the eore and nucleus oí a 
united Christendom. That unity, in God's 
eternal purpose, was a living organic unity; 
it was a unity in multiplicity, the union of a 
body vonsieting of many parts, yet each part 
in itself being unified. 

The Reformation was not theological in the 
ordinary acceptation of that term. It might 
have developed in any direction consistent 
with the natural character of the people who 
were being reformed. The nation was being 
freed from the alien power which had no 
sympathy with the character of the age or 
the hopes of the English a. and that 
explained the success of Henry VIII. and 
Elizabeth iv ag gcarn of a gre co 
were completely in sympathy with the ple 
that they ruled. Both of them had Aháir 
finger on the pulse of the nation, and the 
nation knew it and worked loyally with them, 
while, on the other hand, what rent the 
eause of the Church of Rome in England 
was, in the first place, the pro-Spanish policy 
of Mary to make England a kind of 
dependency of Spain. 

A UNITED CHRISTENDOM. 

Passing from the deep-rooted  anti- 
clericalism which, he said, was associated 
with the new spirit of nationalism—a resent- 
ment against the special material privileges 
of the clergy—Canon White said that two 
other principles associated with the Reforma- 
tion were the right of direct access of the 
reason and the right of the diregt access of 
the conscience to God. The recovery of the 
primitive conception of the Eucharist was 
one of the greatest things in the Reformation. 

Concluding his sermon, the preacher men- 
tioned matters with which, he said, they 
were. taunted: in connection with the -revolu- 
tion, and stated that that problem was con- 
fused. by mutual fecriminations. Individual 
men women in every age were judged b 
God and would be rewarded or condemnec 
by their individual gcts, including their in- 
tentiqns, and not by the use which God made 
of their acts. If one might say so without 
irreverence, the use which God made of the 
Reformation in England was of glorious use,

The Northern Parliament will re-open 
to-morrow with the customsry ceremonial, 
The Governor, the Duk. of Aberccrn, 
attended by his suite, will drive to the 
Parliament House, Belfast, from Govern- 
ment House, Hillsborough, shortly before 
noon, and after inspecting the guard of 
honour will enter the Senate Chamber, 
where members of the Senate and the 
House of Commons will be assembled. The 
Governor will read the King’s Speech, in 
which will be outlined the legislative pro- 
gramme for the coming session. Both 
Houses will then adjourn until 3 o’clock, 
when the debate upon the Address in reply 
will be initiated. 

During this debate virtually every subject 
relating to the welfare of Northern Ireland 
can be discussed, and the members generally 
make full use of the opportunity which it 
affords to ventilate grievances or make sug- 
estions to the Government. It is not im- 
probable that the Prime Minister, addressing 
the House for the first time as Viscount 
Craigavon, will, at an early stage in the 
debate, deal with the Government's pro- 
gramme for the session and, perhaps, answer 
some of the criticisms which may have been 


made. 
It is expected that there will be many 
references to subjects discussed during Lord 


‘Craigavon’s recent tour of the Six Counties, 


including the Bann and Lough Erne drainage, 
improvement of harbours for the benefit of 
the fishing industry, the development of a 
fast mail seryice to England from Northern 
Ireland, and assistance to the agricultural 
industry. The question of unemployment and 
kindred subjects will be raised by the Labour 
members. 

During recent weeks been a 
ratifying reduction in the unemployment 
figures ue to improvement in the linen and 
shipbuilding industries. In view of the heavy 
advances to the unemployment fund for the 
payment of out-of-work benefits and the con- 
tribution of over £600,000 from the British 
Exchequet as an equalisation payment under 
a recent agreement in regard to the unemploy- 
ment funds, members will, no doubt, wish to 
know the amount of unempleyment decrease

THE CHIEF BUSINESS. 

The principal business of the session, which 
is expected to last until the month of June 
(with an Easter recess), will be financial. In 
addition to the Budget, the estimates for the 
various departments will be submitted and 
discussed. The finances of Northern Ireland 
are so closely bound up with those of 
Great Britain that it is yniikely, judging 
from the precedents of former years, 
that the Budget statement will be made 
before Mr, Churchill presents his Budget in 
the Imperial Parliament. Nearly all the 
taxation in Northern Ireland is levied by the 
British Parlfament, in which, of course, 
Northern Ireland is still represented. Con: 
sequently any increase in the income or other 
taxes will apply equally to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, although the letter has 
still the higher rate of Entertainment Tax. 
The effect of a higher income tax in Northern 
Ireland would be a larger surplus of revenue 
over expenditure, and a consequent increase 
in the contribution from Northern Ireland 
to Imperial services, and the same result will 
= should there be an increase in tobacco 

uty. 

For the year 1922-23 the North’s revenue 
was more than £13,000,000, and the contribu- 
tion to the British Exchequer for Imperial 
purposes was £6,480,000. Last year the 
amount was some two millions, against which 
the Northern Exchequer received a sum of 

000. for ‘‘equalisation’’ of unemploy- 
ment insurance liability. . 

For the current year it looks as if the 
revenue will be between two and three 
millions less than it was four years ago, while 
the surplus from which any Imperial contri- 
bution must come will be small. | 

Last May Mr. Pollock budgeted for a re- 
venue of. £11,658,000, and an expenditure of 
£9,967,000, assuming a surplus of £1,692,000, 
from which the Imperial contribution is pay- 
able. From the eleven months’ returns up 
to the end of February it appears likely that 
the revenue will be short of the estimate. 

At the same time the expenditure side of 
the returns shows that the outgoings have 
been also considerably less than the estimate. 
Still the Finance Minister will be fortunate 
if he is ahle to announce pext May that his 
estimated surplus of 21,692,000 has been 
realised. i : 

FALL IN GUSTOMS AND EXCISE. 

The decline of the Ulster ‘revenue is the 
more significent because it is now assisted 
by the entertainment tax and by the consider- 
ably increased r :eipts from motor. vehicle 
taxation. The. lowering of the income tax.is 
partly responsible, but the chief cause is the 
decrease in the receipts from the Customs 
and Excise department. 
revenue benefited from Customs and Excise 
to the extent of £6,345,000. Ever since then 
the total has been growing less, and for the 
current year will probably & little more than 
half that of 1922-23. 

The cost of the services administered by

MARRIAGE BOND TO 
SAVE CIVILISATION.

LENTEN LECTURE IN DUBLIN, 

The Rev. P. J. Gannon, 8.J., delivered the 
second of his Lenten lectures on ‘‘ Marriage: 
a Great Sacrament,"’ at the Church of St. 
Francis Xavier's, wre Gardiner street, 
Dublin, last evening. Dealing with the ob- 
ligations which spring from the Sacramental 
contract, the lecturer said that the first of 
these obligations was to respect life and the 
processes leading to life. Any interference 
with these processes was contrary to the 
nature ef the contract, and doubly impious 
when the contract was a Sacrament. The 
practice of nee-Malthusianism by the apostat 
elements of the French people might well be 
looked upon as the cause of the great war. 
Civilisation would perish unless there was a 
universal change of heart. The second ob- 
ligation was that of perfect fidelity to the 
marriage. This bound both spouses equally. 
Christianity extended no more latitude to the 
man than to the wife. 

Continuing, Father Gannon said that the 
third obligation was that of peaceful co- 
habitation, with all it involved. This, too, 
was a serious duty, from which only very 
grave reasons could exempt either party— 
certainly not the frivolous reasons often 
alleged. The separate establishments, frequent 
enough among wealthier classes in other lands, 
were a rank abuse and the source of many 
sins. They ended, not uncommonly, in the 
Divoree Courts. The claim to co-habitation 
was not absolute. however. It might be 
forfeited by infidelity and forever, unless the 
injured party chose to condone. The drunken 
spouse forfeited it while he or she remained 
in that state. The idle, wastrel husband who 
did not work for his family, lost it. The 
diseased, who er, dag communicate disease ; 
the demented while demented; the brutally 
cruel, who made the partner's life a misery, 
had no strict right to the privileges of the 


state.

A: DAY’S FISHING. 
(BY H. H. C.) 

All of these islands are beautifully wooded, 
and on: any of them the visitor is at full 
liberty to land, collect wood, light his fire 
and make himself quite at home. On one of 
them stands a castle famous in history, since 
1154. It has-been besieged and destroyed 
by fire several times, but having been re- 
built, is still habitable. On another are the 
ruins of a beautiful church of very early 
date with perfect Gothic windows. Two 
strange runways, half an inch in diameter, 
are bored through three feet six of solid 
stone at one side of the altar, each termin- 
ating, externally and internally, above small 
stone fonts. How these runways were 
fashioned, and for what purpose, no one 
knows. Under thé grass-covered floor of this 
church rest the remains of many venerable 
abbots and monks. 
On -another island are the remains of an 
orchard, while on yet. another stags were 
wont to roam until such time as one was 
required by the huntsmen of these days, 
when it was conveyed to the mainland for 
the chase. This loch was famous, we know, 
from the annals left to us by some of these 
venerable men who now sleep under the elms 
around our church, “for its immense fish, 
especially salmon,” and from experience I 
can vouch that they are still to be had, both 
large and small, as are trout (a four- 
pounder is by no means uncommon), while 
ike and perch are also plentiful and large.

The Present Discontents. 


The Free State will have a general 
election in June, and an anxious note is 
creeping into the speeches of Ministers. Mr. 
Cosgrave and his-colleagues can advance a 
solid record of good work. T hey have laid 
foundations for the State, have restored 
order and law, and have established the 
young Dominion’'s place in the Common- 
wealth of British nations. The country is 
grateful for these blessings, but in an im-

Mr. Blythe's speech in Monaghan yester- 
day, show that they are beginning to be 
obsessed with this second danger. Every- 
where they are warning ‘the country that 
the ‘more of less equal balance of five or 


six parties in Dáil Kireann would involve 


government by coalition, and that such 
government—makeshift, insecure and 
spasmodic—would be fatal to the State’s 
highest interests. i 

The Free State Governments real 
merits are one thing; the case for re- 
election which it puts before the country 
is another. We offer to it, as we think, 
helpful advice when we suggest that this 
case, as conveyed by Ministers’ recent 
speeches, is not likely to carry conviction 
at the polls. In the first place, the 
Government pleads its administrative 
experience during the last four years as 
against the raw ignorance of any other 
party that may oust it from office, If, 
as Captain Redmond has said, that 
argument is valid now, it will be not less 
valid four years hence, and eight years 
hence: in fact, it seems to be a claim to 
permanent enthronement in Upper 
Merrion street. In the next place, the 
Government pleads the danger of 
coalitions; but is it not giving a hasty 
and ill-considered allegiance to this 
argument? Let us assume that coalition, 
as such, would have all the bad 
results that Messrs. O’Higgins, Blythe 
and Fitzgerald predict for it, On that 
assumption the Free State’s political out- 
look is, indeed, gloomy; for, sooner or 
later, in one form or another, coalition 
government will be as inescapable as 
Horace’s pallida mors. The Free State is 
a small country in which, for a long time, 
a variety of political and economic 
interests will assert themselves, All the 
questions which formerly divided the 
nation into two great camps have 
settled. The State has adopted deliberately 
the method of proportional representa- 
tion which protects minorities and fosters 
the group system in politics. Since 
coalition government seems to be the 
natural system of government for the 
Free State, why should Ministers kick 
against the pricks? Their critics can 
reply with much justice: “‘The thing 
may be bad or good, but your re-election 
merely would postpone the inevitable.”’ 
We should be more confident about the 
Government’s prospects if it could

Canadian Cattle. 


Last week the Overseas Live Stock 
Marketing Committee from Canada in- 
spected the markets and best slaughter- 
houses of London, and attended a con- 
ference at the offices of the British Board 
of Agriculture. Our London. Correspon- 
dent reports that the Committee now has 
left London for Scandinavia, in order to 
study co-operative methods where they 
are practised with the greatest measure of 
success. In April it will return to 
England in order to complete investiga- 
tions of the British market. In the pro- 
ceedings of these experts Irish farmers may 
discern the seriousness of Canadian com- 
petition. The Canadian stock-raiser is not 
content to drive his beasts to the market 
town, to haggle over a dollar, and to de- 
part with a mean price. Every link in the 
chain between the ranch and the butcher’s 
shop is tested. Low freights and careful 
treatment of stock in transit already have 
been secured, and a movement is afoot 
which will shorten the time taken in 
transit and will lower transport costs. 
At the other end of the chain we :see 
the representatives of the Canadian 
farmers consulting the highest authorities, 
technical, commercial and administrative, 
in the heart of the British market, in 
order to learn how best to distribute 
supplies to the greatest advantage. Con- 
trasted with competitors so thoroughgoing 
and efficient, the Irish cattle. trade has 
almost the appearance of lethargy. Last 
week representatives of the trade com- 
plained that in Dáil Eireann not one 
deputy yhampioned its interests. We pub- 
lished Aast Saturday a letter which ought 
to be read side by side with the news of 
the Canadian Committee’s activities. The 
writer told how sixteen bullocks, bought 
in County Mayo, to feed in Meath, were 
exported last December to Glasgow. ‘Total 
charges for transport amounted to £45 10s. 
—or £2 17s. per head. It is notorious 
that Irish cattle suffer the roughest 
handling in transit. Canadian cattle, 
brought for thousands of miles, are landed 
in Britain without the smallest injury; for 
£5 2s. 6d. per head. While transport 
costs to the Canadian farmer are being re- 
duced, costs.to the Irish farmer actually 
are increasing. If this state of affairs con- 
tinues, Irish stock-raisers might as well 
empty their farms and emigrate. The 
blame, however, does not rest upon. the 
struggling Irish railways, or even on the 
Governments in Ireland. It rests upon. 
the farmers themselves, who have failed to 
stamp their will upon their political re- 
presentatives.. In the Free State money 
can be found for many projects of less 
than vital interest to the nation. If the 
agricultural community were to will the 
end, it could compel the Government to 
find the means to bring down ‘transport 
costs and to explore the English market 
as thoroughly as the Canadian ranchers 
are exploring it.

British Films, 

The second reading of the British 
Government’s bill for the establishment of 
a definite quota for native films in Great 
Britain will be taken in the House of 


Commons on Wednesday. This measure, 
which is almost certain to be passed in its 


films shall be required to obtain a certain 
percentage of British films for supply to 
exhibitors throughout the country, and 
that the exhibitors shall display these 
films in their theatres. For the first year 
the quota of British films will be seven 
and a half per cent., a ratio which. will 
be increased every year by two and a half 
per cent. until in 1035 the maximum of 25 
per cent. is reached, In order to meet the 
difficulty created by the system of “ blind 
booking,” whereby renters often make 
arrangements for several years ahead, the 
bill stipulates that no such contract shall 
be valid after March 3lst,. 1928. This 
clause in the bill is likely to meet with 
strong opposition, inasmuch as it is held 
to interfere with the principle of the 
sanctity of contracts; but the Government 
takes the view that in this case equity 
must be allowed to over-rule contract law. 
Virtually everybody is in agreement con- 
cerning the need for the bill. Last year, 
for instance, the proportion of British to 
foreign films shown in Great Britain was 
only three per cent., and the American 
trade is making steady inroads into fields 
that ought to be native preserves. At 
present British capital is afraid to assist 
the film industry in view of the very 
limited market for its pictures; but the 
new bill ought to encourage investors to 
give it substantial support. We feel 
strongly that something ought to be done 
in the Free State to reduce the number of 
American films that are being exhibited. 
British, French, ‘Italian, Scandinavian, 
and German films are far more suitable for 
the Irish public than the trash that is sent 
from the United States. Unfortunately, 
the film-renters are in the hands of the 
big combines, and unless the Free State 
Government follows Britain's example, the 
influence of Hollywood wil) continue to 
debauch public taste.

STANDARDISATION AND 
DIRECTION NEEDED.

Ulster’s linen industry is in a decline. 
This is only too obvious from the terrible 
record of the past few years, but. study of 
the published figures for the thirty years 
prior to the war shows that the decline, 
if not so perceptible, had already set in 
even so far back. 7 

Why is there this decline ? 

It is not through any defect in linen— 
the raw material of the industry. On the 
contrary, linen ought to be a profitable 
manufacture, and therefore an expanding 
industry. There are certain qualities in- 
herent in linen which make it more suit- 
able for certain articles than any other 
material. Nothing can equal linen for 


| tablecloths, serviettes, sheets, pillow-cases, 


or handkerchiefs, nor for certain classes 
of towelling and tailoring goods. All these 
in utility qualities (as apart fro luxury 
qualities) should sell from year to year 
in steadily increasing quantities, consonant 
with the increase in population. Costs 
would not increase with increased produc- 
tion; rather, up to a point, would they 
decrease. 


QUESTION OF DIRECTION. 


If the fault does not lie with linen as 
linen, it must be looked for in the manner 
in which the industry is carried on. Now, 
there is a vague feeling about that the 
trade is drifting—has lost its energy. 
Manufacturers are being charged with not 
experimenting, and merchants with not 
advertising. But these accusations are 
hardly quite’ fair; for merchants, both 
collectively and individually, have carried 
out, and are carrying out, schemes of ad- 
vertising, and their agents, travellers and 
stocks are in all parts of the world. Manu- 
facturers have adopted quickly, and are 
adopting, inventions bearing on spinning, 
weaving and finishing. The trade carries 
on a research institute for the scientific 
study .of the cultivation of flax and tack- 
ling of the technical problems which crop 
up from time to time. 

It is not, then, lack of energy that is 
the ‘trouble, nor lack of. a reasonable 
standard of technical efficiency ; but it is 
that this energy is dissipated and frittered 
away in individual effort. From what- 
ever angle the position is examined, the 
view is confirmed that the trouble lies 
with the management of the trade as a 
whole. There is nowhere any indication 
that the trade is working under a sense 
of direction—no appreciation whatever of 
its position as a trade and of the service 
it renders, or ought to render, to society. 


OVERCOMPETITION. 


A large number of merchants dealing 
in a relatively small number of articles 
have the same large number of travellers 
and agents calling on the same customer. 
The result is naturally over-competition. 
Profits and qualities are reduced, and the 
trade brought down to subsistence level 
with gradual decay. Weavers are without 
any idea of standardisation, and produce a 
multitude of qualities of the same article, 
rendering futile all other schemes of 
economy. On top of these evils there come 
at irregular and too short intervals sharp 
fiuctuations in prices, addiiig “enormously 
tothe difficulties of trading. Originating 
as they invariably do with raw material, 
they suggest that spinners do not fully 
appreciate that it is part of their function 
to ensure that the trade, as far as possible, 
receives. a steady supply at level prices. 


| And when values have again attained a 


normal level the extent of the linen busi- 
ness is always less than it was. 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE ? 


What are the prospects of the linen in- 
dustry ? “The position is sound as regards 
its raw material and its technical 
efficiency. But the firms in the industry 
must come together and submit to direc- 
tion. In modern times only strong firms— 
or firms made strong through working in 
co-operation—can obtain from the public a 
reasonable return for services ren iered. 
ii.numerable qualities and violent’y fluc- 
tuuting prices only confuse the public. If 
{rms came together they could ofter stan- 
dard qualities at steady prices: They could 
build up reserves to enable them to stand 
a trade depression. Finally, they would 
have the strength to undertake the huge 
effort which will be necessary to re-create 
the demand for Irish linens. | 

The industry will then be able to give 
its workers regular employment and to 
pay its shareholders dividends.

SUCCESS OF CHANG 
TSO-LIN. 


IMPORTANT POSITION 
HELD. 


From Revutrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


KAIFENG, Sunday, 

A fierce battle between forces of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin and the semi-independent 
Honan troops is raging at Hanchuang, 
midway between Kaifeng—the capital of 
Honan—and Chengchow, the former head- 
quarters of Marshal Wu Pei-Fu, which is 
a most important railway junction. 

The fight continued all through last 
night, in a heavy snowstorm. The tide of 
battle surged to and fro, but Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin made a material advance, 
and is now holding the railway station 
at Chung Mow-Hsien. 

Reports from the North state that 
Mukden is in the grip of the greatest 
snowstorm which has occurred for forty 
years and that the storm is interrupting 
all communication. This is bound to 
affect the despatch of reinforcements 
which were to have been brought down 
from the Mukden area to assist in Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin’s main advance. 


KIANGSU. FRONT ACTIVE. 


SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

The lull which has existed on the 
Kiangsu fronts during the last few days 
has been broken by a resumption of fight- 
ing eastward of the Taihu Lake, between 
Pingwang and Wukiang. Gunfire has 
been distinctly heard in Soochow City. 
The Sungkiang sector, on the other hand, 
remains quiet. 


CHINESE ATTEMPT TO ENTER 
SETTLEMENT. 


From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

The first definite contact between the 
Shanghai defence force and Chinese troops 
developed yesterday, when two thousand 
armed Fengtien troops, belonging to the 
command of General Chang Chung-Chang, 
requested permission to march through 
the British Settlement from one Chinese 
section to another. The request was 
refused, owing to the fear of permitting 
such a large armed group inside the barri- 


troops, apparently uninformed of the 
refusal, attempted to go through the 
Settlement. 

The first group of two hundred . was 
turned back without difficulty, but another 
group, consisting of five hundred and 
carrying a machine-gun, made a more 
determined effort to enter the Settlement. 
The British authorities immediately 
mobilised two platoons of the Durham 
Light Infantry, who formed across the 
road, effectively blocking the way. The 
Chinese, realising that the British meant 
business, finally reversed the order, and 
left for Chinese territory. 

The British headquarters’ report states 
the belief that the incident was due to a 
misunderstanding, and it is not considered 
serious. 


HANKOW’S TACTICS.

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

Although the Cantonese Army has not 
yet made any direct movement towards 
Shanghai, the Hankow Government has 
made plain its intention to take back the 
settlement, not by force of arms, but by 
what is claimed to be lawful means— 
namely, strikes and boycotts. 

It is well to bear in mind that the In- 
tergational settlement was originally a 
mud-flat, worth nothing, whereas the 
present value of the river frontage is 
£200,000 per acre—or was before the fiasco 
at Hankow ; that foreign Chinese property 
now under foreign administration in 
Shanghai is, or was, easily worth some- 
thing like £200,000,000, and that this is 
the place the control of which the 
Cantonese intend to “take back,” by 
what they euphemistically call economic 
pressure, This method of succéss has been 
practised . with . complete , success. at 
Changsha and other up-tiver ports, whence 
all the British have been evacuated, except 
for a few men who hang on in gunboats,

CHICAGO, Sunday. 
Putting up a desperate fight and over- 


whom were condemned to death, tried to 
escape from the State prison at Joliet 
yesterday. Five have already been re- 
captured, but one is still at liberty. 

The six prisoners had originally been 
sentenced to be hanged at Joliet Prison 
yesteerday morning, but the execution 
had been postponed in view of an appeal 
and the production of further evidence 
dealing with the crimes of murder and 
violence with which they had been 
charged. 

The fight with the prison warders and 
other officials lasted several hours. As 
far as can be ascertained, one of the con- 
demned men by some means had pro- 
cured a gun, with which he forced one 
of the warders to release his five con- 
demned companions. Soon all the staff on 
night duty was at the mercy of the six 
prisoners, and a terrific struggle took 
place when efforts were made to wrest the 
weapon from the armed man. | 


THREE MEN ESCAPE. ~*~ 
The noise and disturbance brought the day 
warders and other officials rushing out of 
their beds, but by this time the fight had 
been carried out into the prison grounds. The 
police were immediately called, before 
they arrived three of the camdemned men had 
succeeded in reaching the streets outside the 

prison and had quickly disappeared. 

The remaining three were overpowered and 
carried back to their cells, but not before 
twenty warders and the police had closed in 
on them and beaten them to the ground. Th 
prisoners were badly injured, as also werd) 
some half dozen warders. 

It was only when: more warders, hearing 
the disturbance, were heard coming from the 
sea go rear that the latter became con- 
used, whereupon the guards standing in front 
of them rushed into the attack and tried to 
Seize the weapon by the muzzle, which they 
succeeded in pushing in the air every time 
that the prisoner tried to aim at them. 


TEAR GAS BOMBS. 

Suddenly more warders appeared on the 
scene, armed with tear gas bombs, which they 
hurled at the prisoners. Three of the 
prisoners started immediately to take to their 
heels, pursued by the warders. The escape 
of the other three men was cut off, and they 
were soon overcome by the bombs. In the 
confusion the escape of the three was not dis- 
covered until over an hour had elapsed. All 
six prisoners were members of a band of 
seven who escaped from Stateville Peni- 
tentiary last May after killing the warder. |

MR. R. MOND RETIRES. 
From Tue Tres CoRRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Sunday. 

Mr. Robert Mond, who, with Mr. Emery; 
has been working for the Archaeological 
Institute of Liverpool University on its con- 
cessions at Durna and Arment, has decided 
to stop, as his health, for the benefit of which 
he took up excavation work, has been 
restored, and home’obligations prevent him 
from giving his personal supervision to the 
work. 

The decision will cause a great loss to 
Egyptological research, particularly in the 
direction.of preserving the ancient relics of 
Egypt at Durna, known as the “ mortuary 
chapels of the nobles.” He laboured for 
nearly a quarter of a century and restored at 
his own expense over forty chapels, most of 


which were in ruins and had been almost | 


forgotten to-day. These form one of the most 
attractive and. instructive collections available 
to tourists in the archeological world. 

Mr. Mond’s name will ever be identified 
with the chapel of Ramose, the the Vizier of 
Pharaoh, Amenhotep [II., and his heretic 
successor, the Pharaoh Aknenaton, as this, } 
except for the roof over which the Egyptian 
Government has undertaken the responsi- 
bility, has. been restored and the inscriptions 
reconstructed from the original material. On 
the eve of his departure from Luxor Mr. Mond 
discovered the quaint little tomb of the nurse 
of the Pharaoh Thothmes IV.

Fire broke out in the four-storey build- 
ing of the goldsmiths’ firm of Stewart 
Dawson to-day, just as the occupants were 
leaving for the Saturday half-holiday.

AMERICA’S NOTES TO 
BRITAIN AND JAPAN. 


From “ Tue Trwgs '” CorBESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

The text of the identical Notes, which 
convey to Great Britain and Japan the 
formal invitation of the United States to 
conversations at Geneva on the limitation of 
naval armaments has been published here. 
The Notes express the desire and hope of the 
United States Government. for ultimate 
French and Italian’representation, at least 
in some informal manner, and the fact: that 
this ‘is now directly stated is interpreted 
here as an indication that the State Depart-

The understanding in Washington is that 
further communication with the French and 
Italian Governments on the subject will be 
left to the United States Embassies in Paris 
and Rome.

There is no question that 
at some time after the receipt of the Italian 
reply to the original American memorandum 
the Italian Ambassador in Washington in- 
formally conveyed to the State Department 
the suggestion, that some, at least, of the 
Italian objections were not impossible of 
modification, and a certain, perhaps exagger- 
ated, importance is attached to semi-official 
hints from Paris of a change of attitude there.

IRELAND'S DEFEAT 
“OF WALES, 

A THRILLING RUGBY 

(BY NIOHEVO.). © 


hH one of the most exciting Rugby 
‘matches of recent years, Ireland de- 
feated Wales by 19 points to 9 at Lans- 
downe road, Dublin, last Saturday, | 
The value of Ireland’s win was en- 
hanced by the fact that during more than 
halt the game she had only fourteen men. 
The same thing happened in the match 
against Scotland, and one waggish critic 
was heard to assert on. Saturday that we 
should have beaten England if our fifteen 
men had not remained on the field until 
the end. Be that as it may, there is no 
doubt that on both occasions the -Irish 
forwards played more vigorously after 
they had lost a man. . So next year the 
Irish captain will know what to do! 

Twelve months ago several tl.ousands of 
Irishmen went. across to Swansea, flown 
with arrogance and noise, and we, flaunted 
green: favours of every kind before the 
eyes of the astonished Welsh folk, who 
thought us mildly mad. . We came back 
to Ireland that night a very sorry crowd ; 
for we had lost the Triple Crown, and 
were smarting under -the disgrace of the 
heavy fall that follows vaunting pride. 
On Saturday we got our.own back. Now 
i¢ was the Welsh enthusiasts who did 
most of the preliminary shouting. Dublin 
seemed to be alive with them. Corpulent 
old gentlemen with daffodils in their 
buttonholes, wiry colliers swathed in red 
ribbon, plus-foured students wearing 
Turkish fezzes, with everywhere a great 
abundance of leeks-—there were thousands 
of them, just as sure of their victory as 
we had been of ours a year before, and 
they paid the same humiliating price for 
their premature rejoicings. 

Some of them, it is only fair to say; 
enjoyed their trip to Dublin immensely, 
The team had to go back on Saturday 
night; but a large number of the 1,400 
excursionists, who took advantage of the 
generous facilities afforded by the Great 
Western Railway, remained over the week- 
end. A party from Cwmtwrch (pronounce 
it as you will) were at Lucan yesterday, 
and seemed to be quite overwhelmed by 
the hospitality which they had received in 
Treland.

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PRECAUTIONS. 


It was a pet day. 'Timorous visitors to 
Lansdowne road, particularly those whom 
the luck of the draw had consigned to 
the fickle favours of the uncoveréd ‘stand, 
had taken care that this time they would 
uot repeat their experiences of the 
Scots match, and came fortified with a 
regular winter wardrobe of overcoats, 
mackintoshes, travelling rugs, mufflers,

The aggregate effect 
was something like that of a choral 
Symphony by Arnold Schénberg, only 
more so; and I had much sympathy with 
the bewildered amateur of musical art 
who rémarked wistfully that “this com- 
munity singing must be an acquiréd 
taste.” 

The Welsh battalion, however, succeeded 
twice in gaining the undivided ear of the 
assembly. The first time was when it 
sang “Land of Our Fathers” to the 
accompaniment of the band, as only 
Welshmen can sing it. The other was 
during the game, when some of the visitors 
came out with a new variety of community 
singing, hitherto unknown at Lansdowne 
road. Jt was sung in a monotone, pre- 
sumably in the Cymric tongue, and the 
cue seemed to be a blast on the referee's 
whistle. Strangely enough, it was only 
when Mr. Cumberlege’s decision was 
against Wales that the Welshmen were 
moved te song, while the words were 
strongly reminiscent of those which one 
is commonly supposed to address to a 
goose ! | 

Once, indeed, the community singers 
really did get going, to the delight of 
“everybody. The Governor-General had 
arrived to the somewhat spasmodic strains 
of “He's a Jolly Good Fellow,"’ and his 
popularity among the crowd was indicated 
by enthusiastic cheers. When he came 
down from his seat in the stand to shake 
hands with the two teams, however, some 
unidentified genius not far from the Press 
bog hed an inspiration. It wag seized 
eagerly by thousands of those around: him,

Aw-way ! 

It was one-of those spontaneous figshes 
of genius that one finds in a crowd; and 
it was particularly apposite. Not only 
did it honour the Governor-General, who 
a fortnight previously had won the heart 
of every Rugby man by the way in which 
he bared his aged head to the fury of 
that awful rain, but it paid a tribute to 
two other old soldiers whe were with him 
at the moment—George Hamlet, one ol 
the great men of the past, and William 
Ernest Crawford, who came back from the 
war with a shattered hand to become one 
of the most brilliant full backs in the 
history of the gams, and led his side to 
triumph on Saturday, probably for the 
last time in a career that must be without 
paralleél. 

THE GAME. 

And of the game? Suffice it to say that 
we won, and won handsomely. ‘The first 
ten minutes were as exciting as ever have 
been experienced on a football field. That 
startling first-minute penalty which found 
George Stephenson as stegdy as a róck; 
that whirlwind movement of the Welsh 
backs, started by little Windsor Lewis, 
carried on by his even smaller and younger 
school-fellow, Guy Morgan—whose flazen 
hair and sturdy, if diminutive, build te- 
minded one irresistibly of Dicky Lloyd 
shen he played for Portora—and held up 
at the last, almost fatal, moment on the 
Irish line; Ganly’s great [Trish score— 
these were real Rugby thrills, which gave 
eren those who paid ten shillings for their 
tickets the fullest value for their maney. 

The Irish were the better side. That is 
all that was to it. Eight burly Welsh 
furwards, who discovered early in the 
game that the policeman’s let is mot a 
happy one, were bustled off their feet by 
the Irish. Sugden and Davy did things 
of which even their warmest edmirers 
hardly had thought them capable. 
Stephenson and Frank Hewitt proved 
béyond a doubt that they are the finest 
pair of centres playing football; while 
Crawford in his last big game showed 
that age cannot weary or the years 
condemn an Irish captain. 

The Welsh backs might have done well 
behind winning forwards. Powell, their 
captain, can give extraordinary passes 
under his arm, between his legs, with 
all sorta of acrobatic contertions. Windsor 
Lewis, who is just twenty, will be a great 
half-back when most of Saturday’s players 
have retired from the game, while it is 
dificult to believe that Crawford had 
played senior football for Malone before 
the brilliant Guy Morgan wes born. John 
Roberts, too, is on the sunny side of 
twenty, and the whole back division has 
many years of football before it. Behind 
beaten forwards they did not shine; but 
they have the consolation that they played 
as well as the Irishmen allowed them to 

lay. 

THE REFEREE. 

From start to finish the game was open 
md keen. Towards the end, perhaps, 
sere was inclined to be a little “ mising 
tmong the forwards ; but Mr, Cumberlege, 
who evidently came back to Dublin to 
find his tobacco pouch, was an admirable 
referee, keeping the players under ex- 
céljent control. When Ganly scored in 
the second half a Welshman in the crowd 
threw his leek in disgust on the field, 
apparently in token of surrénder. Wales 
was beaten for the third time this year, 
and her form against France proved, after 
all, to be deceptive. Ireland never scored 
@ more convincing victory. Her team was 
irresistible; and thirty thousand Irish 
supporters went home hoarse, dry, but 
happy in the knowledge that, if Lans- 
downe road had been Twickenham, the 
Triple Crown would have been safe in 
Ireland s keeping .

WHAT: HAS BEEN 
ACCOMPLISHED. 
SIR ‘A. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
STATEMENT. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain yesterday ex- 
pressed his views on the work just accom- 
plished by the Council of the League of 
Nations at Geneva to Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent, who travelled with him to 
England. 

Despite a somewhat tempestuous journey, 
the Foreign Secretary (who was accom- 
panied by Lady Chamberlain) was in the 
best of moods, and evidently pleased with. 
the result of his week’s stay at Geneva. 

“To sum up,” he said, '' no. one can. 
doubt, that the League is moving slowly, 
as it oúght to move, but is gathering 
strength. Look at the evidence we had 
of this at Saturday's meeting.. During 
this Council we have had no gatherings 
of groups, no private international 
conclaves, and at the last sitting of the 
Council we met with the biggest problem 
before us, still unsolved, still unsettled. 
We assembled at a public gathering, the 
room full of Pressmen and the public con- 
fronted with an apparent deadlock. A! 
year ago, or two years ago, this would 


have had a different ending; bat the} 


arrangement reached regarding the Saar 
at that meeting is surely evidence enough 
of the progress of the League. 

“On this occasion there was neither 
victory nor defeat, no question of victor 
or vanquished, but a decision with the 
acguiéscence of both parties. I think the 
settlement is a very good one; for each 
side has obtained whet it most valued, 
and each side has conceded what was most 
easy to yield. What better arrangement 
could be asked for?:And how very different

THREE ITEMS OF DÍFFÍOULTY. 
“Phis Council,’ continued Sir Austen 

Chamberlain, “presented three items. of 

difficulty, the two most important of which 

hawe been settled.

This includes different questions, and will

“Then there was the question of German 
schools in Upper Silesia, and this matter 
was really settled by arrangement, between 
the Poles and Germans, the two directly 
intetested parties. This marks a satis- 
factory détente between Poland and Ger- 
many, and } hope 4nd believe this will 
lead to @ satisfactory settlement of other 
questions stil] outstanding. 

“To the Saar I have alregdy referred. 
Up to the last day no settlement was in 
sight, and it looked as if only a direct 
vote of the Cousicil would decide. Happily, 
here again the arrangement met with the 
acquigseence of both parties, after a dis- 
cussion conducted with great ability and 
great good temper, Both the represents- 
tives of France and Germany showed the 
most friendly appreciation of the other's 
paint of view, even where they could not 
share it. This was certainly one of the 
most important sittings of the Council I 
héve attended. 

THE ENLARGED COUNDIL. 

“TI think,” added the Foreign Secretary, 
“that the enlarged Council of the League 
is working extremely well. It has pre 
sented no sort of difficulty so far, nor has 
it even suggested in its working that it 
will produce any difficulty in the future. 
It is very noticeable that during the 
Council there have been no conferences by 
groups. There have, naturally, been many 
single conversations between individual 
statesmen, but no conferences outside the 
Council. This shows how different the 
relationships between Germany and our- 
selves have become sinve the Locarno Con- 
ference. Dr. :

THE FIRST CONCERT. 


The resuscitation of the Dublin Orchestral 
Society is an event which gives cause for 
deep satisfaction to all those who, are in- 
terested in the progress of music in Dublin.

A little less speed, however, more cool- 
stronger and more accurate placing and 
passing. and a keener appreciation of the fact 
that the unnecessary delay in the cir'e is not 
calculated to increase the score—these are points 
which a forward. cannot overlook if ne is to be 
& sucoess in a representative, or in any other 
match. A couple of our forwards, when they got 
the ball, showed a clean pair of heels to the 
Welsh halves; but, instead of letting go the ball 
when they should they clung on to it, eventually 
overran it, and the Welsh defence had recovered 
before the final touches conld be applied. This 
did not happen often. but it ought not to occur 
at all in an international match. 
~ The inspiration of the defence was Miss Cum- 
mins, -who was always in the thick of it. She 
got through an immense amount of hard “work, 
and rarely was beaten. The half-back line, in 
fact, stood up to their task in fine style. The 
full-backs, on the other hand, seemed to be a 
little slow in going in to the Welsh forwards. On 
several occasions Miss Foster was beaten for speed 
and cleverness, although there were times when she 
got her side out of nasty-looking situations. Mrs. 
Charters’ hard hitting and tackling were of great 
service to her team, but she might have done 
even better had she not waited for the attack on 
her side to develop. Her captaincy and her 
covering up of Miss Foster were, however, factors 
in the success of the defence, and the under- 
standing between the pair contributed largely to 
the win, as did, in a lesser degree, the goal- 
keeping of Miss McCullagh. 

On the whole, as remarked, there was very 
little to find fault with in the play of the Irish 
team. Perhaps. the two inside forwards did pot 
play up to expectations, although Miss Watson, 
for one so ‘inexperienced, did particularly well, 
She is, perhaps, the youngest player on the team, 
and the experience gained in this match sbould 
be invaluable to her. She is the making of a 
really good forward, and at times she outshone 
Miss Rodden, who made several mistakes in the 
first. half. 

it was a fine match in the first half, for 
although the ground was rough and bumpy, it 
was firm, and the ball travelled rather [| vcly.
